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Marketplace 
development 
moves  toward 
reality — new 
grocer  chosen

A  crowd  of  over  150,  including  two 
classes  from  Glen  Park  Elementary,  local 
families,  neighbors  and  area  merchants 
gathered  at  the  site  of  the  old  Diamond 
super  market  on  September  1  to  hear 
speeches  by  Supervisor  Bevan  Dufty. 
Assemblyman  Mark  Leno  and  a  host  of 
City  librarians,  planners,  coordinators 
and  fundraisers.  But  by  far  the  biggest 
draw  was  the  symbolic  removal  of  the 
first  shovelful  of  soil  at  the  site  of  Glen 
Park's  new  library-supermarket  com- 
plex, signaling  that  the  community's 
long  wait  was  over. 

Wielding  shovels  spray-painted  gold, 
stakeholders  began  what's  expected  to 
be  at  least  an  18-month  building  process, 
says  developer  Kieran  Buckley.  The  pro- 
ject will  encompass  a  6,500  square  foot 
grocery  store,  a  new  branch  library  and 
15  two-bedroom  apartments. 
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The  ceremony  was  also  a  chance 
for  Glen  Park  residents  to  meet  the  new 
grocer.  Richard  Tarlov,  who  has  taken 
over  from  Bi-Rite,  which  has  bowed  out 
of  the  process.  Bi-Rite  co-owner  Sam 
Mogannam  was  reluctant  to  discuss 
details  but  did  tell  the  Glen  Park  News 
that  certain  aspects  of  the  project  had 
changed,  which  he  and  his  brother,  who 
co-own  the  Bi-Rite  Market  on  18th 
Street,  were  not  happy  about. 

Tarlov.  who  was  introduced  to  the 
crowd,  is  a  long-time  purveyor  of  fine 
foods,  including  at  the  Napa-based 
Oakville  Grocery  and  New  York  City's 
famed  BaJducci's  and  Dc  in  and  Dcluca. 

Rick  Crawford  of  the  Planning 
Department  says  while  Bi-Rite's  absence 
is  a  disappointment,  it  won't  stop  the 
project  from  moving  forward.  But  before 
the  building  can  be  occupied  the  space 
must  be  filled  by  a  market  approved 
by  Planning  .  And  Planning  will  require 
that  the  market  be  very  similar  in  style 
to  the  original  Bi-Rite  proposal. 

"It  would  have  to  be  the  same  kind 
of  super  market.  They'd  have  to  do 
deliveries,  they'd  have  to  have  the  same 
philosophy,"  says  Crawford. 

After  the  speeches,  a  cake  and 
several  trays  of  cookies  supplied  by  the 
library  were  eagerly  devoured  by  the 
children  and  not  a  few  adults.

Dufty's  aides 
make  serving 
constituents  a 
prime  priority

District  8  Supervisor  Bevan  Dufty 
hired  a  new  City  Hall  team  consisting 
of  a  veteran  and  a  newcomer  who  joined 
their  boss  in  vowing  to  put  constituent 
services  at  the  top  of  their  to-do  list. 

Dufty,  who  represents  Glen  Park, 
Sunnyside,  Diamond  Heights  and  the 
Castro,  changed  his  City  Hall  staff  in 
early  August.  His  goal,  he  said,  is  clear: 
"Having  run  the  City's  complaint  depart- 
ment, I  have  very  high  standards  for  how 
I  want  to  serve  District  8,"  said  Dufty, 
who  prior  to  his  election  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  in  ran  Mayor  Brown's 
Office  of  Neighborhood  Services. 

Dufty's  new  staffers  are  Rebecca 
Prozan  and  Amanda  Kahn.  Prozan,  a 
33-year-old  former  aide  in  Brown's 
Office  of  Neighborhood  Services,  ran 
Kamala  Harris'  winning  race  for  district 
attorney  last  year  and  served  on  the  City's 
Recreation  and  Park  Commission.  She 
graduated  from  UC  Santa  Cruz  with 
an  undergraduate  degree  in  political  sci- 
ence and  from  Golden  Gate  University's 
School  of  Law  last  year.  Prozan  co- 
chaired  Dufty's  supervisorial  campaign. 
She  grew  up  in  Burlingame  and  now 
lives  in  the  Lower  Haight. 

Prozan,  who  spent  years  on  the  polit- 
ical side  of  the  equation,  said  she's  look- 
ing forward  to  getting  down  to  legisla- 
tive business  in  Dufty's  office  and 
helping  turn  policy  initiatives  into  law. 
"I've  never  done  the  legislative  side 


before,  and  this  will  be  a  whole  differ- 
ent venue,"  she  said. 

Kahn,  10  years  younger  than  her  new 
co-worker,  graduated  from  Stanford  Uni- 
versity after  majoring  in  political  sci- 
ence and  urban  studies.  The  Philadel- 
phia native  recently  moved  from  the 
Marina  to  die  Lower  Haight.  She  moved 
to  San  Francisco  a  year  ago  and  spent 
10  months  as  a  John  Gardner  Fellow, 
where  she  shadowed  the  clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  Gloria  Young. 
During  her  stint,  she  learned  the  ins- 
and-outs  of  the  City's  legislative  process 
and  liked  what  she  saw.  In  local  poli- 
tics, she  said,  "You  can  see  what  you're 
working  on  actually  happen." 

Both  staffers  will  work  directly  with 
constituents,  but  have  divided  their  leg- 
islative duties.  Prozan  will  handle  land- 
use  and  housing  issues;  Kahn  will  focus 
on  health,  youth  and  education. 

They  have  plenty  to  keep  them  busy: 
pushing  for  completion  of  the  mar- 
ket/library/housing development; 
smoothing  the  way  for  PG&E's  utilities 
wire  undergrounding  project — Dufty 
wants  to  create  a  task  force  to  see  about 
expanding  the  popular  program;  getting 
City  work  crews  and  private  property 
owners  to  clean  up  the  rash  of  graffiti 
that  is  plaguing  the  neighborhood;  work- 
ing with  the  Recreation  and  Park  Depart- 
ment on  bond- funded  efforts  to  improve 
the  Sunnyside  Conservatory;  and  mak- 
ing sure  the  City  follows  up  on  plans  to 
create  more  on-street  parking  spaces  to 
serve  the  village's  business  corridor.

Summer  has  been  here  and  gone.  It 
has  been  the  windiest,  foggiest  and 
coolest  summer  I  can  recall  in  34  years 
in  Glen  Park.  Is  this  global  warming, 
or  have  I  forgotten  what  other  summers 
were  like?  Scientists  warn  that  global 
warming  will  lead  to  weather  extremes: 
hotter  temperatures,  colder  tempera- 
tures, wetter  weather,  drier  weather.  It 
was  still  a  good  San  Francisco  summer. 

We  had  an  early  spring  in  Glen 
Canyon  Park.  Trees,  flowers  and  grasses 
bloomed  earlier  because  of  the  warm 
weather  in  March  and  April.  With  the 
fog  and  cooler  weather  in  June  and  July 
the  process  of  blooming,  setting  seed 
and  fruiting  seems  to  have  slowed  down. 
At  mid  July  the  blackberries  were  just 
beginning  to  ripen.  By  August  there 
were  a  lot  of  sweet  berries. 

I  read  recently  in  the  California  Acad- 
emy of  Sciences  magazine  California 
Wild  that  the  non-native  Himalayan 
Blackberry  was  brought  to  the  United 
States  from  India  by  Luther  Burbank. 
Burbank  also  developed  a  thornless 
blackberry.  I  wonder  if  tastes  as  good 
as  the  one  with  thorns.  I  used  to  armor 
myself  with  jeans  and  jean  jacket  (even 
on  the  hottest  days)  to  go  berry  pick- 
ing in  Glen  Park  alleys.  Now  the  berry 
thickets  are  gone  from  the  alleys  and 
the  Canyon  is  full  of  them.  According 
to  California  Wild  the  mass  of  a  fully 
developed  blackberry  thicket  as  found 
on  the  western  slopes  of  the  Canyon  can 
exceed  twelve  tons  per  acre. 

Birds  and  other  animals  love  the 
blackberries.  Even  if  you  don't  get  over 
to  the  Canyon  you  will  know  when  it  is 
blackberry  season  by  the  purple  glob  on 
the  car  windshield  or  the  color  of  scat 
left  by  a  raccoon  or  a  possum. 

There  were  two  baby  great  horned 
owls  out  of  their  nest  on  May  9  when 
the  Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  Park  had 


their  spring  bird  walk.  The  two  were 
perched  high  up  and  close  together  on 
a  eucalyptus  branch.  One  still  had  quite 
a  bit  of  white  baby  down.  An  adult  owl 
was  perched  on  a  lower  branch. 

At  that  time  in  early  May  the  red- 
tailed  hawks'  three  chicks  were  still 
white  balls  of  fluff  in  their  nest.  In  July 
they  were  soaring  over  the  Canyon.  You 
can  tell  young  ones  by  their  noisy  behav- 
ior. The  young  hawks  fly  back  and  forth 
constantly  calling,  while  the  adults  qui- 
etly circle.  The  young  red-tailed  hawks 
look  much  the  same  as  the  adults  except 
that  they  are  lacking  red  tails. 

The  willow  thickets  along  the  creek 
are  a  good  place  to  watch  birds.  Many 
birds  come  to  the  creek  to  bathe  and 
drink.  There  is  constant  activity  and 
songs  to  listen  to.  Watch  carefully  where 
you  step  if  you  go  in  the  willows.  Not 
only  are  there  plants  that  might  be 
squashed  underfoot  but  also  there  are 
other  creatures  in  among  the  leaf  litter. 
I  nearly  stepped  on  a  robin.  It  was  old 
enough  to  leave  the  nest  but  not  a  strong 
flier  yet.  It  just  hunkered  down  in  the 
leaves  and  grass  instead  of  flying  up  and 
out  of  danger.

Give  a  tree  a 
needed  drink

Feeling  thirsty?  If  you're  like  most 
sidewalk  trees  in  the  neighborhood,  you 
probably  haven't  had  a  thing  to  drink 
since  April — and  a  drink  at  this  point 
would  undoubtedly  sound  pretty  good. 
Of  course,  you  couldn't  survive  a  drought 
of  that  length  but  somehow  our  street 
trees  manage — to  some  degree.  Not  all 
of  the  trees  make  it,  however. 

Young  street  trees  that  have  not  had 
time  to  establish  deep  root  systems  must 
rely  on  property  owners  to  help  them 
through  our  annual  Summer  drought. 
Even  larger  trees  can  benefit  from  a 
monthly  dnnk  and  remain  stronger  and 
better  able  to  resist  disease  with  peri- 
odic waterings  this  time  of  year. 

Although  it's  convenient  to  stretch  a 
hose  across  the  sidewalk,  people  can 
trip  and  be  injured  or  displace  your  hose. 
A  better  solution  is  to  place  a  large  trash 
bag  in  an  empty  five-gallon  plastic  nurs- 
ery pot,  punch  holes  in  the  bag  and  then 
fill  it  with  the  hose.  Placing  this  con- 
traption at  the  base  of  your  sidewalk  tree 
will  provide  a  slow  trickle  of  water  to 
the  tree  over  an  hour  or  so. 

Once-a-month  waterings  like  this  will 
greatly  assist  young  trees  in  surviving 
the  summer  and  early  autumn  dry  sea- 
son. If  you  see  a  struggling  tree  on  your 
street,  be  a  tree  hugger  and  give  it  a 
drink — or  knock  on  your  neighbor's  door 
to  see  if  they're  aware  that  their  tree  is 
looking  thirsty.

Check  It  Out  at  the  Library!

Summer  is  nearly  over  and  summer 
reading  is  done  except  for  that  last  slow 
trickle  of  kids  wanting  their  prizes  from 
the  limited  remaining  supplies.  Glen 
Park  signed  up  154  children  for  sum- 
mer reading,  of  whom  65  completed  the 
8  hours  of  reading  or  listening  to  claim 
a  grand  prize.  The  teen  summer  read- 
ing program  had  23  teens  sign  up. 

The  preview  of  coming  attractions 
for  fall  and  beyond  includes  an  adult 
neighborhood  history  program  to  be 
scheduled,  story  times  and  films  for  the 
preschool  set  on  Tuesday  mornings  and 
more  adult  materials  flowing  into  the 
branch  as  we  prepare  to  move  to  larger 
quarters.  I  intend  to  spend  lavishly  on 
CDs  and  DVDs  (they  are  so  compact), 
and  be  able  to  buy  replacement  copies 
for  some  worn  or  shabby  books  as  well 
as  buy  newly  published  books.  Some 
of  my  impulses  to  buy  new  will  be 
deferred  until  the  2005  fiscal  year  espe- 
cially for  travel,  legal  and  medical  top- 
ics and  other  subjects  that  need  frequent 
updating.  The  new  branch  will  also  have 
space  for  more  materials  in  Chinese  and 
Spanish  than  the  current  space  can  fit. 

Groundbreaking  for  the  new  library, 
grocery  store  and  apartments  has  taken 
place  by  the  time  you  read  this.  The  lat- 
est schedule  shows  the  new  Glen  Park 
Branch  opening  in  late  2005 — but  the 
same  schedule  shows  construction  begin- 
ning in  April  2004! 

We  are  experiencing  the  paradox  of 
the  new  branch  seeming  to  be  a  chimera, 
an  event  far  in  the  future,  while  also 
experiencing  it  as  an  event  that  will  that 
will  be  upon  us  before  we  know  it  with 
many  extra  tasks  to  complete  before  we 
can  possibly  be  ready  to  move.  My  man- 
ager has  suggested  stress  management 
classes  for  the  staff. 

Throughout  the  city,  the  unfolding  of 
the  Branch  Library  Improvement  Pro- 
gram will  have  profound  consequences 
for  those  who  use  libraries — difficult  in 
the  early  short  term  and  rewarding  in 
the  longer  term.  At  the  end  of  the  com- 
plex and  shifting  rotating  closures,  most 
or  all  of  San  Francisco's  branch  libraries 
will  be  safer  in  earthquakes,  will  be  ADA 
accessible,  will  have  new  bathrooms, 
will  have  updated  wiring  and  more  com- 
puters, and  will  have  been  reconfigured 
for  efficient  workflows  and  have  refm- 
ished  or  new  furnishings  and  equipment 
(although  we  must  raise  money  for 


everything  that  isn't  part  of  the  build- 
ing proper,  because  the  bond  monies 
may  only  be  spent  on  the  building). 

The  impact  of  the  Branch  Library 
Improvement  Program  on  Glen  Park's 
library  patrons  remains  to  be  seen,  but 
there  will  be  an  impact.  Regulars  will 
have  already  noted  some  impact  from 
the  Excelsior  branch  closure — our  com- 
puters are  harder  to  access;  our  reserve 
shelves  are  often  full  and  our  new-book 
shelves  and  video,  DVD  and  CD  shelves 
are  emptier.  But  on  the  other  hand,  Glen 
Park  Branch  is  now  open  Mondays  from 
10-6  for  the  duration  of  the  Excelsior 
closure. 

Before  Excelsior  reopens  in  mid- 
2005,  West  Portal  will  close  for  reno- 
vations late  this  year  and  Noe  Valley 
will  close  in  early-  to  mid-2005.  Both 
renovations  will  take  about  two  years. 

We  appreciate  the  patience  and  civil- 
ity of  our  community  and  the  Excelsior 
patrons  migrating  to  Glen  Park.  Keep 
up  the  good  work  and  attitude  as  we 
have  more  people  using  the  branch 
and  sharing  the  limited  space  and 
resources. 

The  San  Francisco  Public  Library  has 
three  key  vacancies:  Susan  Hildreth, 
former  Library  Director,  is  now  the  Cal- 
ifornia State  Librarian,  replacing  Kevin 
Starr;  Donna  Corbeil,  former  Chief  of 
Branches,  accepted  a  position  in  Solano 
County;  and  George  Nichols,  former 
Director  of  Finance,  retired.  All  three 
are  policy  positions,  so  the  people  who 
replace  them  will  have  significant  impact 
on  future  library  services. 
Local  History:  Dick  Ingraham  will  give 
a  program  on  the  Fairmont  portion  of 
Glen  Park  on  Wednesday,  October  20 
at  6:30  p.m.,  including  discussion 
of  neighborhood  history  and  some  arti- 
facts found  when  he  and  his  partner  built 
their  wonderful  "Eyebrow"  house  on 
Laidley.

A  true  story  from  this  summer  in  Glen 
Park:  The  mom  of  an  eight-year-old  girl 
laments  to  a  neighbor  across  the  street 
that  there  are  no  kids  nearby  for  her 
daughter  to  play  with.  A  month  later,  the 
neighbor  finds  out  that  just  three  doors 
down  from  the  family  lives  another 
eight-year-old  girl  that  none  of  them  has 
ever  met. 

It's  a  reality  of  big-city  life  that  our 
kids  don't  play  in  the  streets;  they  get 
driven  to  school  and  sometimes  taken 
to  the  park  by  babysitters — so  we  often 
don't  meet  nearby  families. 

With  an  eye  to  starting  online  some 
of  those  connections  that  don't  so  eas- 
ily happen  on  the  street,  a  couple  of  Glen 


Park  parents  have  started  a  free,  non- 
commercial e-mail  list  for  Glen  Park 
parents. 

For  example,  word  recently  went  out 
on  the  list  that  sign-up  for  the  Tiny  Tots 
play  program  in  Glen  Canyon  Park  was 
scheduled  for  September  8,  from  10-12. 

Possible  other  uses:  finding  other  new 
moms  to  go  for  walks  with;  getting  rid 
of  too-small  clothes  and  those  Thomas 
the  Tank  Engine  videos  your  kids  don't 
watch  any  more;  buying  someone  else's 
unused  play  structure;  asking  around 
about  nannies  and  babysitters;  getting 
the  lowdown  on  swimming  and  gym- 
nastics classes;  asking  about  local 
schools  and  preschools;  or  finding  play- 
mates for  your  kids  around  the  block 
instead  of  across  town.

New  Yoga  Studio  Opening 

Glen  Park  residents  will  soon  have 
another  chance  to  shape  up  and  calm 
down  with  the  planned  September  open- 
ing of  the  Kiki  Yo  yoga  studio  at  605B

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Baseball's  GP 
Timberwolves 
win  league

Persevering  through  a  semifinal  play- 
oft"  game  that  ended  a  week  later  than  it 
was  scheduled  to  begin,  the  Glen  Park 
Timberwolves  became  champions  of 
the  Bronco  Division  (11-  and  12-year- 
olds)  in  the  San  Francisco  Youth  Base- 
ball League.  Led  by  catcher  Jeremy 
Marks  and  infielders/pitchers  Cale 
Anderson,  Sean  Carey  and  Anthony 
Costa,  manager  Keith  Burroughs'  Tim- 
berwolves had  only  one  loss  m  12  reg- 
ular-season games.  The  Timberwolves 
were  set  to  meet  St.  Mary's  in  a  semi- 
final game  on  June  5.  However,  because 
of  a  scheduling  conflict  at  the  field, 
the  game  was  postponed  until  June  10. 

Glen  Park  faced  St.  Mary's  twice  in 
the  regular  season;  the  Timberwolves 
pulled  out  a  one-run  win  in  the  first  game 
and  the  second  game  ended  in  a  2 — 2 
tie.  The  third  meeting  between  the  two 
teams  proved  to  be  the  most  memorable 
one.  On  a  Thursday  at  Excelsior  Field, 
St.  Mary's  led  1 1 — 8  going  into  the  bot- 
tom of  the  sixth  inning.  With  daylight 
about  to  expire,  the  bottom  of  the  sixth 
was  going  to  be  the  game's  last  inning. 
Marks  kept  the  Timberwolves  alive  by 
unloading  a  three-run  homer  well  over 


the  wall  in  left  field  to  tie  the  game 
at  11—11. 

Glen  Park  got  two  more  men  on  base, 
but  could  not  bring  home  the  winning 
run,  and  the  game  was  suspended  until 
the  following  Saturday  at  West  Sunset 
Field.  Then  Glen  Park  was  able  to  keep 
St.  Mary's  from  sconng  in  the  top  of  the 
seventh.  With  two  outs  in  the  bottom  of 
the  inning,  Daniel  Gehr  grounded  a  sin- 
gle up  the  middle.

Then 
the  Timberwolves  struck  for  eight  runs, 
with  the  key  hit  a  three-run  double  by 
Anderson.  Glen  Park  was  up  16 — 9  and 
needed  only  three  more  outs  for  the  title. 
West  Sunset  pushed  across  a  run  in  the 
top  of  the  seventh,  making  the  final  score 
16-10.  The  Timberwolves  were  champs.

A  glass  half  full 


The  following  is  the  second  install- 
ment of  our  memoirs.  We're  Sussex 
Street  residents  who  owned  Tiffany's 
Wines  &  Spints  at  678  Chenery  St.  from 
1976-1997. 

In  1976,  the  building  that  is  now  the 
home  of  Chenery  Park  Restaurant  was 
a  laundromat.  It  was  not  well  maintained. 
The  washing  machines  frequently  over- 
flowed, so  we  would  hand  out  cardboard 
boxes  to  be  flattened  to  soak  up  the 
water.  We  also  had  a  steady  stream  of 
people  asking  us  to  make  change.  It  was 
a  relief  to  see  it  become  a  pizzeria.  Even 
then,  a  vestige  of  an  earlier  business 
remained:  incorporated  in  one  tiled  wall 
were  the  words  "Vogel  Bros.  Meat  Co." 
We  had  hoped  that  Glen  Park  would 
someday  have  a  nice  restaurant.  Chen- 
ery Park,  which  now  occupies  that 
site,  has  fulfilled  our  dreams. 

A  neighborhood  small  business  pro- 
vides a  public  service.  We  were  asked 
daily  for  change,  boxes,  matches,  use 
of  bathroom,  use  of  phone,  pens/paper, 
stapler,  bandages,  bags,  cups,  our  fire 
extinguisher  to  put  out  a  car  fire — the 
list  goes  on  and  on.  We  tried  our  best  to 
fulfill  these  requests  with  a  smile. 

We  participated  in  forming  the  first 
Glen  Park  Merchants  Association. 
Tiffany  served  as  president  for  eight 
years.  During  her  tenure,  the  Diamond 
Super  parking  lot  was  leased  to  the  City 
to  be  metered  for  public  parking.  Alas, 
we  have  lost  this  community  asset. 
But  we  feel  the  new  market,  library  and 
housing  will  be  of  greater  benefit  to  our 
neighborhood. 

We  would  like  to  share  some  of  our 
favorite  wine  stories.  We  were  often 
asked  to  describe  the  best  wine  we  ever 
tasted.  When  this  question  was  posed 
to  the  Baron  Phillipe  Rothschild  (Mou- 
ton  Rothschild  famous  Bordeaux),  he 
replied  that  it  was  a  simple  Italian  wine 
that  he  was  drinking  when  he  proposed 
to  his  wife.  Wine  is  a  great  accompani- 
ment to  life's  special  moments.  Con- 
versely, we  had  a  customer  buy  a  bot- 
tle of  Dom  Perignon.  She  returned  the 
next  day  to  say  that  drinking  the  Dom 
had  not  improved  her  bad  mood! 

We  constantly  urged  our  customers 
to  try  a  wide  variety  of  wines.  They 
would  often  express  their  limitations, 
such  as  "I  only  drink  red"  or  "I  would 
never  drink  a  gewurtztraminer"  (sweet 
wine  was  particularly  reviled).  We  would 
place  signs  on  the  wines  with  a  food 
pairing.  There  are  reported  to  be  2,5(M) 
grape  varieties.  We  only  see  a  few  dozen 
at  most  available  as  wine.  Most  wine

drinkers  buy  just  one  or  two  wines.  We 
did  notice  more  adventurous  wine  buy- 
ing as  the  years  went  on. 

Our  customers  were  a  source  of  many 
wine  stories.  One  recounted  dining  at 
Masa's.  He  said  the  food  was  great  but 
the  wine  was  "stupendous."  He  had  paid 
$100  for  the  1982  Hospice  du  Beaune 
Auxey  Duress  (burgundy).  He  asked  if 
we  could  get  him  a  couple  of  bottles. 
We  found  the  supplier  and  ordered  their 
remaining  inventory  of  one  and  a  half 
cases.  And,  with  our  standard  50  per- 
cent markup,  we  sold  him  the  bottles 
for  $29  each. 

Tip  to  readers:  wine  shops  give  per- 
sonal service;  there  are  a  few  left.  We 
learned  that  the  Hospice  du  Beaune 
inherited  vineyards  from  those  who 
ended  their  days  at  the  Hospice. 

We  will  end  each  column  with  a  win- 
ery recommendation.  One  of  the  most 
interesting  wineries  is  Bonny  Doon. 
Their  Web  site  is:www.bonnydoon- 
vineyard.com.  They  champion  the 
strange,  esoteric,  "ugly  duckling"  grape 
varieties  of  the  world.  Owner  Randall 
Graham  once  copied  a  wine  he  had  had 
in  Provence.  He  used  the  white  grape, 
French  Columbard,  blended  it  with  12 
kinds  of  honey,  then  fermented  it  until 
dry.  It  smelled  of  honey  and  there  was 
an  aftertaste  of  honey,  but  the  mid-palate 
taste  was  of  a  crisp  dry  wine.  We  liked 
to  pair  this  wine  with  Chinese  chicken 
salad.  Tower  Market  carries  many  of  the 
Bonny  Doon  wines. 

Tiffany  is  the  co-chair  of  the  Glen 
Park  Library  Capital  Campaign  Com- 
mittee. She  will  be  conducting  a  tasting 
of  Bonny  Doon  wines  as  a  fundraiser.

plants;  fertilizing  sensibly;  providing 
copper  barriers  for  snails;  caulking  to 
fill  crevices  where  ants  enter  structures, 
sticky  barriers  for  white  flies  and  traps 
for  yellow  jackets;  using  pesticide  solu-

tions  as  the  last  resort;  and  choosing  the 
least  toxic  methods  first. 

The  Chelsea  Flower  Show  in  Lon- 
don was  the  highlight  of  the  August 
meeting.

Colorful  Glen  Park! 

You  don't  have  to  go  across  town  to 
Pacific  Heights  to  soak  up  some  Victo- 
rian architecture — the  term  for  homes 
built  between  roughly  1825  and  1900. 
Try  walking  down  Chcncry,  Surrey  or 
Arlington  streets,  to  name  a  few. 

When  these  beauties  were  built.  Glen 
Park  was  "out  there"  from  the  rest  of 
the  city.  Narrow  streets,  no  transporta- 
tion and  steep  hills  meant  just  a  few 
homes  on  each  street  surrounded  by 
dairy  farmers.  Glen  Park  had  the  nick- 
name of  "Little  Switzerland"  for  its 
scenic  landscape  and  presence  of  Swiss- 
owned  dairies.  Now.  the  cows  are  all 
gone  and  contemporary  architecture  has 
filled  in  these  gaps,  forming  a  crazy  quilt 
of  architectural  styles,  which  certainly 
makes  Glen  Park  interesting' 

Many  people  call  older  homes 
"Victorians,"  grouping  all  of  the  older 
homes  in  one  category.  There  are  sev- 
eral styles  of  Victorians  and  I  thought  I 
would  illustrate  two  of  them  that  are 
readily  seen  in  Glen  Park — Italianale 
and  Queen  Anne.

Italianate 


The  Italianate  style,  which  flourished 
in  the  1870s,  is  identified  by  a  flat  roof 
(often  hidden  behind  a  false  front),  slim 


pillars  Hanking  the  front  door  and  bays 
with  side  windows. 

A  lovely  example  of  the  Italianate 


style  can  be  found  at  365  Arlington.  A 
plaque  on  the  home  says  "Built  in  1 888 
Made  Fabulous  2002."  The  tax  records 
show  this  home  was  built  in  1904.  This 
is  not  surprising  since  all  municipal 
records  were  destroyed  in  the  1906  earth- 
quake and  fire.  J  have  seen  this  time  and 
again  for  properties  I  sell  all  over  the 
city.  I  wonder  if  the  city  just  took  a  wild 
guess  as  to  the  age  of  each  property?! 

Due  to  lack  of  supplies  of  cut  stone, 
San  Francisco's  Italianate  homes  were 
built  with  coastal  redwood,  a  local  mate- 
rial that  had  many  advantages.  It  was 
cheap  and  plentiful;  it  resisted  rot,  ter- 
mites and  fire;  and  it  was  easily  worked 
into  different. shapes.  The  oversized 
brackets  at  the  eaves  are  decorative  ver- 
sions of  masonry  reinforcements. 

Look  around  and  you  will  see  the  Ital- 
ianate style  as  multi-story  single-fam- 
ily homes,  multiple  units  and  single- 
story  cottages. 

As  you  start  looking  closely  at  these 
two  types  of  Victorians  you  will  see 
many  remodels  and  additions  visible 
from  the  outside.  Many  times,  a  garage 
has  been  added  or  additional  windows. 
Sometimes  the  building  has  its  original 
exterior.  You  know  the  owners  must  love 
their  home  to  be  living  in  San  Francisco 
with  no  garage! 

Queen  Anne 

This  architectural  style  started  out 
being  used  for  mansions  in  suburbs  all 
over  the  country.  Gradually,  speculators 
brought  the  style  to  the  masses  in  the 
form  of  urban  rowhouses  in  the  cottage 
style  of  Queen  Anne  Victorians  we  see 
in  Glen  Park  today.  A  prime  example  of 
this  style  is  822  Chenery. 

A  steep  and  gabled  roof,  arches,  spin- 


dles, glass  art  windows,  sections  of  shin- 
gle siding  and  an  occasional  tower  dis- 
tinguish the  Queen  Anne  style,  a  name 
coined  during  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne 
of  England.  They  brought  a  new  atti- 
tude toward  color.  Before  then,  the 


houses  of  the  tract  builders  tended  to  be 
painted  all  one  color,  usually  white,  beige 
or  gray.  The  vibrant  colors  are  one  of 
the  more  easily  identifiable  features  of 
Victorian  architecture  today.  Interiors 
include  smooth  plastered  walls,  marble 
fireplaces,  elaborate  ceiling  cornices 
and  chandeliers. 

Glen  Park  Business 

I  love  it  when  I  go  "downtown"  and 
pick  up  my  dry  cleaning,  get  a  copy  of 
a  key  made,  and  a  burrito  to  go — all 
within  a  half-block  of  each  other.  Our 
downtown  is  so  convenient  and  the  ser- 
vice is  good  too!  I  hope  you  enjoy  it  as 
much  as  I  do.  These  mom-and-pop-style 
businesses  are  a  rarity  in  this  day  of 
chain  stores.  Use  them  every  chance  you 
get  so  that  they  stay  here.  Tins  shopping 
area  adds  a  lot  to  your  home  values  too! 


Slow  Down 


Does  anyone  slow  down  at  the  speed 
bumps  on  Chenery  Street?  Most  drivers 
just  swerve  around  the  bumps  and  main- 
tain their  speed.  I've  seen  many  SUV 
drivers  just  sail  over  the  bumps  without 
a  bit  of  pressure  on  the  brake.  It  appears 
one  homeowner  is  tired  of  the  speed  on 
Chenery  and  used  an  old  sofa  to  voice 
their  complaint!  Not  the  first  time  traf- 
fic in  our  neighborhood  has  come  up  in 
this  column!

SFPD  Capt.  Paul  Chignell  and  his 
officers  at  Ingleside  Station  have  begun 
distributing  a  daily  e-mail  activity  report. 
By  the  end  of  August  more  than  300 
people  were  receiving  electronic  updates 
about  "Crime  Issues"  and  police  activ- 
ities throughout  Ingleside's  wide-rang- 
ing territory,  which  includes  Glen  Park 
and  the  Canyon  as  well  as  several  other 
neighborhoods. 

The  good  news:  the  first  week's  e- 
mails  listed  but  a  single  crime  in  our 
neighborhood,  a  vehicle  stolen  from  in 
front  of  53  Surrey  St.  That  was  Tues- 
day, August  24,  "somewhat  of  a  quiet 
day"  in  the  Ingleside  station  territory 
according  to  that  day's  report.  Elsewhere 
on  the  24th,  officers  typically  responded 
to  muggings  in  Visitacion  Valley  (one

suspect,  strong-arm)  and  the  Excelsior 
(two  suspects  with  a  knife),  shots  fired 
in  Sunnydale  (no  victims,  witnesses 
uncooperative),  graffiti  on  the  Bernal 
Heights  radio  tower,  domestic  violence 
near  Holly  Park  and  on  Joost  Street,  they 
recovered  stolen  cars  and  made  numer- 
ous arrests. 

You,  too,  can  receive  daily  (some- 
times more  than  one)  e-mails  listing  the 
activities  of  our  men  and  women  in  blue. 
To  be  added  to  the  list,  send  your  request 
to  PauJ_Chignell@ci.sf.ea.us  or  call  404- 
4000.  But  be  advised:  these  reports  over- 
whelmingly enumerate  routine  incidents 
outside  Glen  Park — and  they  don't 
include  the  juicy  details.  Still,  it's  a  daily 
snapshot  of  what  our  cops  are  con- 
tending with.
